Yes,  a  driver 
of  a  twenty-mule  team  would  probably  be  consid¬ 
ered  a  "man"  •—  not  because  he  could  curse  a 
nblue  streak",  but  because  he  -hath  the  quali- 
Because  a  fellow  doesn't  use  foul  words,  or  take 
the  name  of  God  every  other  phrase,  he  .  is  likely  to  be  considered  by  a  few  as 
a  "pansy*"  Thus,  a  large  number  of  fellows,  just  to  make  sure  that  they  will 
be  liked  and  considered  "he-men, "  use  profane  and  shameful  language* 

It  is  disgraceful  to  Christians,  let  alone  educated  Catholic  young  men* 

If  a  stranger  were  to  wander  into  such  a  group,  he  might  very  well  become  con¬ 
fused*  For  example,  he  might  think  he  was  in  some  Nazi  concentration  camp! 

The  use  of  such  language  is  a  bad  habit*  During  this  Lenten  season  some  might, 
in  lieu  of  some  ether  little  mortification,  just  fry  to  master  their  tongues. 

If  badhabits  are  not  overcome  in  this  period  of  development,  it  is  doubtful  if 
they  will  ever  be  subdued*

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It  is  said  of  A  istotle  that  his  love  of  study  was  so  great  that  he  devised 
the  plan  cf  holding~a  ball  of  copper  in  his  hand  while  at  work*  If  he  fell 
asleep,  the  ball  would  arouse  him  by  falling  into  a  metal  basin  with  a  "clank." 

A  casual. observer  into  some  of  our  classes  might  suggest  that  the  college  install 
bells  in  every . classroom  to  ring  at  intervals  during  the  periods  and  arouse  the 
mentally  fatigued  students.  The  excuses  given  for  inattention  and  day-dreaming 
in  class  make  one  wonder  of  the  college  is  succeeding  in  its  primary  purpose 
with  some—  that  of  producing  Christian  gentlemen* 

Disregarding  everything  else,  inattention  in  the  classroom  is  insulting  to 
the  professor*  Students  often  forget  that  the  professor  has  rights  as  well  as 
they.  One  of  the  fundamental  rights  cf  anyone  is  the  right  to  the  fruit  of' their 
labor.  When  students  fail  to  respond,  they  violate  this  right  af  the  professor. 
Even  this  is  a  minor  point  when  we  consider  the  consequences  to  the  students  him¬ 
self.  His  first  reason  for  being  here  is  to  study  and  learn.  It  is  strange 
how  this  objective  is  often  overlooked  and  a  thousand  and  one  others  substituted. 
Is  the  student  happy?  No.  He  is ^acting  irrationally.  One  can  only  find  happi¬ 
ness  when  acting  in  conformity  with  right  reason*
